newsletter together. Ken mentioned the possibility of getting color 

printing for the June newsletter and charging for copies of the issue 
except for those sent to people on the mailing List, 

OLD BUSINESS: a. Fund Raising: Any drive this year should wait until 

fall to see if one is needed, 

b. Gay Switchboard: Bill Hollabaugh gave numbers to 
the Harrisburg and Philadelphia switchboards and our newslet- 
ter has numbers in it each month; a local switchboard does not 
seem vital, 

c, Speaking Engagements: Rick decided we did not need 
to compile a list of possible speaking engagements since we 
were getting all the requests we could handle; however, he 
had begun to compile a list last year, 

d. Information Pamphlet: Ken 4s still working on a 
new information sheet for LE-HI-HO, 

e, Involvement Committee: Bob said he would bring a 
copy of the recommendations of this committee to the next 
meeting, 

f. Coffee House: Kon suggested the new G,A.A,. group 
might be able to set up a coffee house, 

g, Mark Freedman Scholarship: This idea was abandoned,

j. Questionnaire: Ed Ettinger had suggested a form 
be sent to members to get their views on various matters con-= 
cerning the activities of LE-HI-HO,. Rick thought the newsletter 
would be an appropriate means of asking such questions; he 
offered to compile a list of questions. 
k. Gay Alcoholics: The April general meeting on al- 
coholism should settle the question of whether an A.A. group 
for Gay People only is necessary. 
1. Alternate Meeting Places: Joe is planning to 
have the June dance at some place other than the Unitarian 
Church, 
LEHTGH COUNTY PRISON: Rita Riemer of Lehigh Prison Reform Society 
asked LE-HI-HO to endorse separate women's quarters at Lehigh County 
Prison; at present there is no exercise yard for women because the 
men's yard takes all available space, Joe said Ms, Riemer requested 
the letter be sent to officials of the prison and a copy to her. 
Ron discussed other organizations involved in the prison reform 
movement and moved we act affirmatively on the request; Roger seconded 
the motion, which passed unanimously, Joe will give Bob the information, 
BILL $31: The Coalition for Human Rights in Pennsylvania has asked for 
an endorsement of Senate Bill 531, which, among other things, would 
repeal the state's anti-sodomy laws, The Coalition will gather and 
publish the endorsements, Rick moved we provide the endorsement; Bob 
seconded, and the motion passed unanimously, 
ALLENTOWN HUMAN RELATIONS COMMISSION: Attendance at the April 27 
meeting of the commission was urged to show support for the proposed 
amendment to the human relations ordinance extending protection to 
Gay people, and to prod the commission into considering the amendment, 
MEETINGS: The June general meeting was set for the 19th. The May 
Board meeting will be at Joe's, 7:00 P.M., May 1s. 
FILING CABINETS: Rick moved, and Joel seconded, that $5 be taken from 
the office supplies budget for the purchase of two 3x5 filing cabinets 
for the library. 
ADJOURNMENT: The meeting adjourned at approximately 9:00 P.M.

Involvement — 2 11/16/76 


The second point of view toward involvement taken by the Committee was 


to form a list of areas and activities which would be helpful in terms of ; 
involving members of our community in some way.

Set up an information table in one (and later, more) local bars. This 
might, for example, be in the second floor area of the Stonewall. Two 

or three persons would be at the table on a Friday or Saturday evening, with 
give-away literature on LE-HI-HO, VD, available hot-lines, Newsletters, 

etc. Objectives would be to educate the gay community, to recruit new 
members, to involve persons in the activity itself. An initial commitment 
to the activity of five or six weeks is essential. 


Select one area hot-line and: concentrate on it. Given that LE-HI-HO is 
not ready to operate its own hot-line, then we should actively support 
an existing service in the area. This means both person support and 
financial support, as needed, with the person support including providing 
volunteer help (if the hot-line in question doesn't want such help, 
perhaps it is the wrong one), as well as participation in the decision- 
making process of the sponsoring group. 


Newsletter. The Committee would like to see involvement of more people 

in the production of the Newsletter, as well as an expansion -of the budget 
to allow more copies of the Newsletter to be published and distributed. 
The culling of the mailing list could be less restrictive, and more copies 
given away in bars, etc. 


Newssheet. The Committee suggests the publication, possibly in cooperation 
with GCS/Reading, of a single-page news flyer for distribution in such 
places as the bars. This would have general news of current interest, but 
not competing with the Newsletter, and not a recruitment piece. 


Reactivate the name tags. This is another opportunity for involvement 
of non-Board-members. 


Refreshment Committee. Reactivate this Committee, so that more people can 
be involved. 


Speaking Committee. The Involvement Committee feels that the Speaking 
Committee needs to more actively reach out, using more effort than merely 
making announcements, to involve more of our qualified members as speakers. 


Publicity. Reach out into the local community to better publicize the 
LE-HI-HO meetings. Contact the Gay Media Project for suggestions and 
viewpoint. 


Short-term committees: 

a. Committees for individual programs at meetings, games, social occasions 

b. Other events - sing-along, card parties, bowling, square dance, trips 
as in past or brewery or winery 


Board meetings. The Board needs to be more accessible to members, by such 
methods as more public meetings or individual invitations more widely 
placed.
